Albert Bond 
Lambert this afternoon indicated 
that Cole was unable to get one and 
had decided to proceed without fur- 
ther efforts in that direction. 

Maj. Lambert wired Cole to ascer- 
tain upon his arrival 
whether the guide rope, eighing 80 
pounds, was attached to the bal- 
loon’s basket when the basket was 
found. If the rope is missing, Lam- 
said, it will indicate that the 
aeronauts had made desperate ef- 
forts to keep from landing in the 
water and had cut away the rope to 
lighten the load of the balloon. 

On the other hand, it was pointed

Army Was Trapped at Tannenberg: 


Rennenkampf’s Force Stood by, 


By GEN. ERICH LUDENDORIFTF. 

OTHING remained to be done 
N- Aug. 28 (1914) but to give 

orders for the First Army 
Corps to occupy$Neidenbure. In 
the meantime, the corps had al- 
ready made a turning movement 
in that direction. (This army 
corps had broken through the 
Russian lines from the west the 
day before and advanced more 
than 15 miles. Neidenburg was 
the principal base of the large 
Russian forces operating around 
Allenstein, 30 miles to the north.) 
The Twentieth Army Corps was 
to carry out the attack which had 
been fixed for the 27th and more 
especially to push forward the 
Forty-first Infantry Division. (The 
Twentieth had been held up the 
day before in an attempt to prog- 
ress on the right of the § [Iirst 
Corps around Tannenberg, 109 
miles west of Neidenburg.) Von 
der Goltz’ Landwehr Division was 
to attack Hohenstein (on the left 
of the Twentieth Corps). 

The First Reserve Corps and 
Seventeenth Army Corps (operat- 
ing against the eastern flank of 
the Russians) were mnioved up 
west, covered against attack from 
Ortelsburg (28 miles southeast of 
Allenstein) to positions on a line 
running from AlMnstein to Pas- 
senhelm. 

(There two corps taken from 
in front of Rennenkampf, while 
he held his huge army inactive 
40 miles away, had driven 20 
miles on the right flank of Sam- 
sonoff's army, and Samsonoff’s 
force, numbering up to 250,000 
men, was Caught in a circular trap 
of about 25 miles’ circumference 
with only a narrow outlet to the 
south, in which German cavalry 
were operating.) 

Goes Close to the Battle Lines; 

Finds Troops in Grave Peril. 

Early on the 28th we went to 
Frogenau (less than three miles 
behind the battle Hine at Tannen- 
berg) and established ourselves in 
the open at the eastern end of the 
village. A very. ineffective field 
telephone connected us with the 
First Army Corps (18 miles away) 
but no communiéation at all was 
possible with the other forces. 

Our first imprdssions were by no 
means favorable. Neidenburg had 
certainly been taken, but the Tor- 
ty-first Infantry Division had at- 
tacked Waplitz (eight miles east of 
Tannenberg) in a fog and becn 
driven back. This division, which 
had suffered heavy casualties, was 
now holding positions west ,of 
Waplitz and anticipating a hostile 
counter-attack with the greatest 
anxiety. I sent an officer there by 
car to give me a report on the cor- 
dition- of the division; and his ac- 
count was not encouraging. The

wing of the Twentieth Army Corps 
in great force, a grave crisis might 
result, and, at the best, the battle 
would be prolonged. Now there 
was Rennenkampf'’s chance to in- 
tervene. But the enemy made nwo 
attack on the Forty-first Infantry 
Division and the Niemen Army did 
not advance. 

Capt. Bartenwerffer 
of the Seventeenth Army Corps 
flew over the enemy lines’ and 
brought good reports of the prog- 
ress of his Corps in the enemy's 
rear. 

Panic Spreads Far to Rear. 

During the afternoon the situa- 
tion changed to our advantage. 
The Third Reserve Livision, and 
later the Thirty-seventh Infantry 
Division, too, won ground west of 
Hrohenstein; Von der Goltz’s Land- 
wehr Division entered Hohenstein 
itself. The enemy front appeared 
to be wavering. Gen. von Hinden- 
burg wanted’ to go straight on to 
Muhten: 

We ran right into-a momentary 
panic, created by Russian prison- 
ers who were being taken to the 
rear in large numbers. This inci- 
dent created an unfavorable im- 
pression, as the disorder spread 
far to the rear 

In the evening we went to 
Osterode (18 miles north of Tan- 
nenberg). Owing to an unfortun- 
ate mobilization order the civil 
authorities had already left the 
town. This must have consider- 
ably! increased the anxiety of the 
civil population. 

We were not at all clear as to 
how things stood with the individ- 
ual units: but there was no doubt 
that the battle was won. Whether 
or not it would prove a “*Yreal 
Cannae was uncertain. The First 
A. C. had ordérs to send a force 
to Willenberg. whither the 
Seventeenth A. C. was also to pro- 
ceed. The retreat of the IRussians 
was to be cut off. 

(This movement meant a junc- 
tion of the west and east attacking 
forces east of Neidenburg across 
the only gap left open to the Rus- 
sians.) 7 

During the night we learnt fur- 
ther details. The Russian Thir- 
teenth Corps had advanced from 
Allenstein on. Hohenstein, and had 
pressed the Landwehr. severely. 
The First R. C. had come down 
routhwest of Allenstein— its fur- 
ther advance would close the ring 
around the Russian Thirteenth 
Corps and thus conclude the whole 
operation, whilst the IT irst and 
Seventeenth A. C.’s cut off the re- 
treat of the other divisions.

Still another incident occurred 
before we were certain of victory. 

Karly on the 2th, we received a 
message by airplane that a hostile 
army corps was marching on 
Neidenburg from the south. and 
Was nearing the town. It 
therefore coming up in the rear of 
the First A. C., which, with its 
front facing north, was 
the retreating Russians. Almost 
at the same moment we were 
called up from Neidenburg and in- 
formed that hostile shrapnel was 
falling on the town. 

Then we were cut off. All 
available troops: were set march- 
ing in the direction of Neiden- 
burg, to support the First A. C. in 
the engagement we anticipated. 
Lut Gen. von lrrancois had saved 
himself already by his own en- 
ergy, and the enemy displayed 
more hesitation than the situation 
justified. 

After giving these orders, I set 
out for Hohenstein, and on the 
way went over the battlefield, 
which made a deep impression on

me. East of Hohenstein our own 
columns were getting entangled 
with masses of Kussian prisoners, 
and it was no easy task to restore 
order. The.First R. CC. and the 
Twentieth A. C. were assembled 
along the road from Allenstein 
to Hohenstein and the Army 
(Command had thus again at 
least two corps at its disposal. 

Russians Press the Ring Hard. 

The battle was drawing to a 
conclusion. The Third Reserve 
Divisions had broken through 
the enemy lines and reached. Mus- 
chaken, east of Neidenburg. The 
hussiains, retiring through. the 
thick woods, tried to break throuchn 
the German ring at several points. 
At Muschaken, in particular, very 
heavy fighting took place on the 
30th, but without in any way in- 
fluencing the issue of the battle. 

(yeneral Samsonoff shot him- 
self and was buried near Willen- 
berg without being recognized. 
His widow. who was in Germany 
in connection with matters con- 
cerning prisoners of war, was 
able to trace his grave by a locket 
which had been taken for identi- 
fication purposeg from the body of 
the fallen general when he was 
buried. 

The Russian generals who were 
taken prisoner arrived at Oste- 
rode and reported to Gen. von 
Hindenburg. 

The number of présoners taken 
and the amount of booty captur- 
ed are already well known. 

The enemy losses im killed and 
wounded, too, were extremelh 
heavy. The widely circulated re- 
port that thousands of Russians 
were driven into the marshes ind 
there perished is a myth; no 
marsh was to be found anywhere 
near. 

Named It for Old Battle. 

One of the most brilliant battles 


mn the history of the world had 
been fought. It had been the 
achievement of troops which had 
been fighting for weeks, some- 
times unsuccessfully. To the 
training of our ariny in ‘peace 
time alone, did we owe this feat. 
The battle was a glorious triumph 
tndeed for every officer and man, 
and the whole country. 


Germany and Austria-Hungary 
rejoiced——the world was sileng. 

At piy suggestion, the battle 
Was named the Battle of Tannen- 
berg, in memory of that other 
battle long ago in which the Teu- 
tonic knights defeated the united 
Lithuanian and Pelish hosts. Is 
any German, as then, ever going 
to let the Lett, and more especi- 
ally the Pole, take advantage of 
our misfortune to do us violence? 
Are centuries of old German cul- 
tyre to be lost?

I could not rejoice 
heartedly at our mighty 
for the § strain imposed 
nerves by the uncertainty about 
tennenkampf’s army had. been 
too great. All the same, we were 
proud of this battle. The victory 
had brought about by a 
break-through, an encircling 
movement, firm resolution to win 
and intelligent limitation of aims. 
Despite our inferiority’ on the 
Kastern lIront, Awe had succeeded 
in assembling on the battlefield a 
force nearly ag Strong as that of 
the foe. I thought of Gen. Count 
von Schilieffen, and thanked him 
for his teaching. 

In the Protestant church at 
Allenstein Gen. von Hindenburg 
and I réndered thanks to Al- 
mighty God for this victory.

cross, second class. of which I was 


exceedingly proud. Even now, 
when I think of Liege and Tah- 


penberg, my heart swells with par- 
donable satisfaction. The Valite of 
the Iron Cross, second class, dwin- 
died in the course of the war. 
That is quite natural, although re- 
grettable. But the order should 
be worn with pride by anyone who 
has honorably won it. 

I had not a moment to spare 
for relaxation. I had to work out 
the regrouping of the army for 
further operations. It Was an un- 
commonly diffieult task simul- 
taneously to finish one battle and 
make plans for the next. - In- 
numerable other matters had to be 
attended to between whiles. One 
urgent matter was the removal of 
the prisoners. Having regard to 
the uncertainty of the situation, 
their numbers alone was a heavy 
burden. 

On the western front the victorl- 
ous progress of the German arms 
was still unchecked. Accordingly, 
general headquarters considered 
that they could reinforce the 
Kighth Army with three army 
corps from the west. The tele- 
gram announcing the proposed re- 
inforcements arrived just at the 
commencement of the battle of 
Tannenberg. Later I was asked 
whether one army corps could be 
retained in the west, and as I had 
not asked for reinforcements, I as- 
sented. So only two army ¢orps 
arrived, the Guard Reserve Corps, 
the Eleventh Corps and the Eighth 
Cavalry Division. 

Lateful Error in France.

Gen. von tC'on- 
rad, Chief of the Austrian General 
Starf, insisted, quite property, 
from his point of view, that we 
should cross’‘the river Narew. 

But seeing thatthe Kighth 
Army was still inferior in num- 
bers to that of Gen. Hennen- 
kampf, it was impossible to ac- 
cede to this request.

CHARLEVILLE, March 3, 1915. 
ESTERDAY (still quoting 
y from his diary, written for his 
wife) the Rumanians turned 
obstinate again. We had begun to 
think that they would allow muni- 
tions to pass. This lack of muni- 
tions is the only drawback to the 
Turkish situation. 

Meanwhile money is pouring into 
the hands of those rascals from 
both sides. The absolute certain- 
ty of victory which the British 
have trumpeted to the whole worla 
as opposed to our dreadful doubt 
of our own ability causes the entirs 
néutral world to believe in En- 
giand. 

I told you already about the 
Munich paper and the article about 
-Belgium and the necessity of 
frankly stating what the Govern- 
ment intends to do with it. Now 
the paper has been suppressed, by 
Bethmarn’s orders, of course. 

Today I spoke about it to the 
Bavarian military plenipotentiary ° 
who was on his way to the front. 
He had read it and thoroughly 
agreed with it. It was really an 
inferior paper but the article was 
excellent and obviously written by 
an authority. He intimated that 
perhaps the article had been in- 
spired in Bavaria. There ig much 
opposition to the Chancellor's pol- 
icies there. Bethmann himself 
fears Be.varia has aspirations to 
become “ modern Burgundy. 

There may be something to it. 
The King of Bavaria, speaking 
about the annexation of Belgium, 
said to me in Coblenz: 

“And if Prussia does not want it, 
we'll take it.”’ 


Perhaps he was joking but with 
a hidden meaning. 

Charleville, March 11, 
You know now that the U-20 is 
lost. We are very sad about it. 
The submarine traps that the En- 
glish have laid down everywhere 
are very dangerous and all the 
French and English torpedo boats 
are hunting our submarines. But 
it can’t be helped. We must hold 
out. 

Charleville, March 13, 1915.— 
The cutting off of Germany must 
in the long run make an impres- 
sion on the minds of men and 
there is no telling when one of 
the vultures down there (in the 
Balkans) will strike at us. There 
is nothing to be done with the Aus- 
trians, 

Inadequate Preparation for War. 

The diplomatic preparations for 
the world war were incredibly in- 
adequate and poor. Many of the 
Ambassadors were of no. us®, 
neither were the envoys. Probabiy 
before the war the Government 
never consulted with the military 
departments. There was blind con- 
fidence to the last in England's 
neutrality and since 1909 no in- 
crease in the naval budget. 

In the army administration 
there was never any understanding 
of England’s importance in war. 
On the other hand there was abso- 
lute trust in a fictory to be guined 
by a defunct recipe. 

Charleville, March 14, 1915. 
— Gen. von Minem’s belief that the 
French could not hold out ayainst 
us in open battle is a thing of the 
past. On the contrary, the French 
are excellent in their use of ter- 
rain, very free from dogmatic tac- 
tical teaching and their guns; hit 
the mark splendidly. 

Today the Crown Princ. an- 
nounced himself. His father was 
absent. This time I expressel niyv- 
self more freely to him. Ile was 
more’ serious than usual and spoke 
bitterly of the Chancellor's admin- 
istration and the Cabinet, 

The Dutch refuse us everything 
from fear. The Americans will not 
even give our cruisers coal, but 
furnish our enemies with weapons 
for hundreds of millions. 

Charleville, March 17, 1915. 
—The Foreign Office thought it 
had a hold on England and could 
hoodwink her. It still believes this. 

We ought and could have avoid- 
ed a war with Russia. Wha: cid it 
matter if.in-future years Turkey 
should go to Russia. We would 
have been well rid of ner. In- 
stead of allowing that. we have 
taken up the cudgel for Austria 
and see what it has brought us to.

A fcw 
days ago, in the hotbed, 150 bottles 
of choice wine had been found and 
it was being considered whether in 
consideration of thie ausvicious ex- 
cavation, Dorpfeld had not better 
be summoned. 

If only I could secure more U- 
boats more quickly. But in two 
or three weeks it is to be hoped 
our present reinforcements will 
tell. Our U-boat commanders are 
doing excellent work. Their diaries 
read like romances. 

Charleville, March -20, 1915.— 
(To my wife). —Yesterday even- | 
ing was against very dull. The 
Emporor saw’ gigantic victories 
everywhere, but-I think this was 
an attempt to lull his own fears. 

The only comfort was the con- 
firmation of the English losses in 
the Dardanelles. The Turkish, or 
rather our own losses, were small, 
but the expenditure of munitions 
serious. Bachmann is horrified at 
the proceedings of the Cabinet so- 
Clally as well as politically. 

We have heard that the day aft- 


“er the English lost their ships be- 


fore the Dardanelles they renewed 
the attack. That is the right spirit. 
If we had it, we would win. 

By the bye, we have no further 
news from Constantinople. Our 
losses there have been slight and 
the forts not much damaged, only 
as I said before, the expenditure 
of ammunition is very serious. As 
matters stand now, the forcing of 
the Dardanelles would be a heavy 
blow to us. 

We have no more trumps to 
play on land. It is to be hoped the 
U-boats will be more successful 
in April. 

Charleville, March 1915.— 
This evening, dinner at his maj- 
esty’s in honor of the birthday of 
the late Emperor William IT. 
Bachmann called their attention 
to the fact that at the present mo- 
ment a large part of the British 
fleet lay before the Dardanelles 
and that the U-boat warfare ab- 
sorb.d many of their light active 
forces and that consequently now 
Was the time to act on the sea if 
unything was to be done. 

Poht was very indignant. He 
had not the slightest intention of 
doing anything. 

All about the Emperor strive 
to make him think that it is he 
who does everything, while mean- 
time they are working to have 
their own way and getting it.

Yesterday Bethmann announced 
discouragedly that we were only 
fighting for Belgium and _ that 
otherwise we could have peace. 
Of course, this gets abroad and 
lessens the value of Belgium as a 
pledge if we later intend to use it 
to procure the terms we desire 
rather than to keep it. 

Prince Adalbert (the Kaiser's 
third son) is here and is trying to 
get the order from his father for 
the navy to remain quiet, It ts

Ch@irleville, March 26, 1915.—I 
hear that the internal situation in 
France is very bad. Here they 
have set great hopes on Caillaux.

The present dictatorship of Poin- 
care and Joffre is still all powerful 
and the English will uphold it 
with force if necessary. 

(Editor's Note Hx-Premier 
Joseph Caillaux of France at that 
time was in sharp ¢onflict with 
the French administration. Later 
he was arrested, charged with 
dealing with the Germans through 
the publication of an alleged pro- 
German newspaper, and transmit- 
ting military information to the 
enemy. The case is still pending.) 

Last evening the British Admir- 
alty made known that they had 
reason to believe the U+29 had 
gone down in the Irish Sea, with 
the entire crew. They would not 
make such an announcement 
without good reason, and the U-29 
is overdue. It would be soo ter- 
ribly sad. Perhaps Weddigen felt 
too secure or he may have been 
lost as the result of the precau- 
tions it seems we must take to 
safeguard neutrals. 

(Editor’s Note-— Captain-Lieu- 
tenant Otto von Wreddigen, com- 
mander of the submarine U-9 and 
later the U-29, was the idol of the 
German Navy. He torpedoed and 
sank the British warships Hogue, 
Aboukir and Cressy, Sept. 22, «914, 
off the Hook of Holland, and.up 
to the time of which Von Tirpitz 
writes, had 14 other ships to his 
credit, including the British war- 
ship Hawke.

on him the highest German deco- 
ration, Pour le Merite.)

(Editor's note: At this time Lu- 
dendorff, who was second in com- 
mand to Hindenburg on the east- 
ern front, was lithe known in 
Germany). 

Charleville, March 29, 1915. 
—The Crown Prince has_ writ- 
ten to his father begging him to 
abolish the restrictions on subma- 
rines, which are the cause of our 
losing so many. 

My Surgeon-General tells me 
that the Emperor actually prays 
for deliverance from the responsi- 
bility which/is upon him, but he 
continually runs into the wall of 
egotism which those about him 
have built. 

Charleville. March 31, (1915.

Very often the Austrians 
express surprise at our sending the 
sons of good families into the 
army. Added to this are national 
dissernsions and deceits. 

Our general staff only now be- 
grins to realize this state of affairs. 
The courier wished to. report to 
the Emperor in person, but Ples- 
sen forbade it. It would not be 
very agreeable to his majesty to 
hear any more unpleasant news 
about Turkey or Austria just now! 

Charleville, April 2 1915. 
—Today being Good Friday, I went 
to church. After church parade 
without music. I told the Empe- 
ror that I was shortly going to 
Flanders, Hamburg and Berlin on 
account of the U-boats. We then 
spoke of the U-boat warfare and I 
took the opportunity to tell him 
that the order to spare neutrals 
had proved a great danger for the 
U-boats.

Kaiser Consents to Ruthlessness. 

Charleville, April 3, 1915. 
—The Emperor has really given 
way and allows an absolutely free 
hand to the U-boats. .The sub- 
marine warfare has been very ef- 
fective. English trade has greatly 
declined since Feb. 18, about 50 
per cent with Scandinavia and 
Holland Insurance premiums 
have risen enormously, also the 
price of food and wages in En- 
gland. That is something to be 
thankful for. 

Charleville, April 12, 1915. 
—Spent yesterday in Stenay, the 
headquarters of the Crown Prince. 
He said: “Here we can talk com- 
fortably because we are both the 
objects of suspicion.” 

Prince Henry was there also. He 
said to the Crown Prince that there 
alwavs had been decay in the state 
and that there always would be; 
it had been so in his grandfather's 
and his father's day and it would 
be the same when he came to the 
throne. 

The Crown Prince said that to 
see the matter rightly, one must 
consider the men that surrounded 
his father. Prince Henry said that 
the Crown Prince would choose 
just such men in his turn, where- 
upon the latter said, “‘No, that I 
shall not do.” 

A great mistake has been made 
in forbidding an official statement 
of our war aims. We might have 
said that our aim was never again 
to permit such an aggressive con- 
spiracy of England, Belgium and 
France against us. That would 
still have left our hands free. The 
Chancellor’s policy of -disparage- 
ment is foolish. 

Charleville, April 17. 1915.— 
Without doubt the--Foreign Office 
by means of the press is system- 
atically advocating advances to 
England and this policy is abso- 
lutely opposed to the annexation of 
Belgium in any form whatever. 
we adhere to the policy advocated 
in the Tageblatt, undoubtedly with 
the knowledge of the Foreign Of- 
fice, we already acknowledge our- 
selves beaten and sink to be mer- 
cenaries of England against Rus- 
sia. 

We can only remove the Russian 
danger by diverting it. Should 
this, however, not succeed, and we 
once more be forced to fight 
against Russia, side by side with 
England, we will get nothing out 
of it but the shedding of our blood, 

We ought to have upheld Rus- 
sia in the Persian affair at the time 
of the Potsdam conference and if 
that was not enough, we snrould 


have said to them, “Go to the Bos- . 


phorus. We have nothing against 
it.”’ 

Then the whole set in the Bal- 
ka¢s would have run after wus.

The problem which the vicious, ignorant individual 
with a sense of grievance presents is enormonsly in- 
tensified if a general resort is made to the immeas- 
ureable power of organization. The members of the 
Arkansas band are said to have been doubly victim- 
ised, not only in being misled, but in being deprived 
of their earnings through the sale at high prices 
of what purported to be special association privileges 
and a great variety of worthless articles, including 
weapons. The spread through the country of im- 
posture on this dangerous plan might easily lead to 
alarming results, even to a national crisis. It would 
be a negro I. W. W., more menacing than the original 
I. W. W. because of the credulity and ignorance of 
large masses of the negroes.

tion the agricultural products of Missouri would be 
at least doubled? There is no industry which re- 
sponds more quickly and intelligently to expert, effi- 
client methods than agriculture. By intelligent breed- 
ing, feeding and handling the number and value of 
stook and poultry may be enormously increased. De- 
veloping agricultural resources by varying crops is 
prolific of pfofit. 

Out of 277,244 farms tn Missouri, over 82,000 are 
worked by tenants, the productiveness of whose labor 
is far below that of farm owners. 

Iowa illustrates the value of varied and intensive 
Agriculture. The average farm value of Iowa is $3386, 
which more than equals the combined average farm 
value—$33038—of 10 Southern states in the St. Louis 
trade territory. If these 10 states had farm values 
equal to Iowa’s, the prosperity of the southern half 
of the Mississippi Valley and of the St. Louls market 
would be increased tenfold. Through a campaign 
similar to that being planned for Missouri the Arkan- 
sas farmers changed a deficit in their food and feed 
bills of about $3,000,000 annually into a surplus of 
about $30,000,000. The Arkansas market was fm- 
proved to the amount of $30,000,000. 

Transportation is a fundamental] necessity and the 
prime requisite for prosperous progress is the good 
road. Good roads connect the farmer with the mar- 
ket; they supply the arteries of trade; they connect 
the homes with schools and churches; they save wear 
and tear on horses and vehicles. 

The traction pull on good hard roads, varying ac- 
cording to material, is from 83 to 225 pounds. The 
traction pull on bad roads, varying according to qual- 
ity, is from 360 to 813 pounds. Every pound means in- 
creased cost in power, not to speak of time and wear 
and tear. They are the feeders of railroads and boat 
lines, the facilities of which at reasonable rates are 
vital factors. 

The co-operation of bankers and captains of indus- 
try and merchants is needed to develop farm produc- 
tion and make {ft profitable. All of these interests 
are bound together in the common interest.

LUDENDORFF TELLS OF THE 
IMPORTANCE OF MAUSURIAN 
LAKES BATTLE TO GERMANY 


It Was as Decisive as Tannenburg in Driving 
Out the Russian Invaders, Though 
Little Recognized at Its True 
Significance. _

GEN. ERIC VON LUDENDORFT. 

HE battle of the Masurian 

Lakes (Sept. 7 to 13, 1914) 

has not received the. recog- 
nition it deserves. It was a de- 
cisive engagement, ambitiously 
planned and carefully executed 
against an extraordinary numeri- 
cal superiority. It was attended 
with grave risks, but the enemy 
did not realize his strength. He 
did not even attempt to fight it 
out, but withdrew so very hastily 
that, under our pressure the re- 
treat took on the character of @ 
flight. 

The results of the battle were 
not so obvious as those of Tannen- 
berg. There were no operations 
in the enemy’s rear, for they were 
not possible. The enemy did not 
make a stand, but withdrew, so 
that they could only be forced 
back still fumther by frontal and 
flanking attacks. Whilst at Tan- 
nenberg we took over 90,000 
prisoners, we could now only 
count 45,000. But whatever could 
have been done under the cir- 
cumstances had been accom- 
plished. A 

Our continuous movermenta, 
combined with the ever-present 
menace of envelopment, drove the 
retreating Russian Army before us 
s0 quickly that they crossed the 
Niemen in a state of dissolution. 
For the next few weeks they need 
not be regarded as (first-class 
fighting material, unless the. Rus- 
sians should reinforce them with 
fresh troops. ' 


This operation also was extraor- 
dinarily daring. To begin with, the 
Russian Niemen Army, with its 
twenty-four infantry divisions, 
was very much stronger than the 
8th Army, with its fifteen to six- 
teen divisions. Moreover, the Rus- 
sian divisions consisted of six- 
teen battaliona (over 19,000 in- 
fantry at full strength), and ours 
at that time of twelve (14,500 in- 
fantry at full strength).

Russians Quick to Retreat. 

Apparently still under the influ- 
ence of the Battle of Tannen- 
berg, Rennenkampf had with- 
drawn his advanced units severa] 
kilometers, but he seemed to in- 
tend a stand between the river 
Pregel and Lake Mauer (a line of 
About 35 miles more than 50 miles 
inside the East Prussian fron- 
tier). 

The Eighth Army was com- 
pelled to use all its available 
strength. In the execution of this 
plan, the reinforcements from the 
west were detrained on the Allen- 
stein-Elbing line, and the Eighth 
Army was concentrated ready to 
advance between Willenberg and 
Allenstein front. Only small 
forces were left behind for the de- 
fense of the frontior near Soldau. 
They were to advance into Poland 
in the direction of Miawa. 

As soon as the troops had been 
deployed, we intended to attack 
Rennenkampf on a wide front be- 
tween the river Pregel and Lake 
Mauer, while enveloping his left 
wing beyond Lotzen (15 miles 
south of the upper end of Lake 
Mauer) and farther south. The 
task delegated to our outermost 
southern wing was to guard 
the army from attack from 
Augustovo and Osowlec, opposite 
the southeast corner of East 
Prussia and 40 and 50 miles from 
Lotzen, where hostile reinforce- 
ments were expected.

Fiank Attack Goes Badly. 

Even east of Lotzen, which hed 
held out bravely against é@nemy 
attacks ali this time, things did 
not look promising. The Seven- 
teenth A. C. and the First and 
Eighth Cavalry Divisions, which 
had advanced from the fortress, 
only made slow progress north- 
east of the lakes, on the 8th and 
8th of September. They had some 
very hard fighting around Krug- 
lauken and Possessern (about 10 
miles northeast of Lotzen).

“Here I occasionally receive a 
welcome postal order for $1.25 from 
a relative with which to buy a few 
extras. By that means I was able 
to obtain a writing pad, and my re- 
serve of physical energy has en- 
abled me to begin the translation of 
a French comic opera into English. 
I hope the proceeds will set me on 
my feet again.” 

One of the most curious of the 
workhouse cases is that of J. W. 
Strayton, a disabled army Sergeant, 
who has been paying $8.75 a week for 
the board of himself, his wife and 
their three children in the Maryle- 
bone workhouse. The strange rea- 
son for it is that he cannot find 
lodgings where he will be permitted 
to take the children; so he has lived 
in the workhouse for seven weeks, 
and bills for $8.75 are rendered tu 
him weekly and he pays promptly. 

Barred Because of Children. 

“I am able and willing to pay 
rent,” the former soldier explained, 
“but because I have children no 
landlord will take me in.

Though for the moment little ¢-s 
said of it in the press, no one famil- 
liar with the peace conference can 
‘doubt that the league project is re-'| 
ceiving more attention in official 
quarters today than any other intcr- 
national preoccupation. The prob- 
‘lems attendant upon carrying tne 
covenant into effect are many and 
cach Government interprets them in 
its own fashion. British views differ 
from those of other nationals on ccr-~ 
tain points, but all agree that the 
league will and must function and 
that at the earliest possible moment.

In the college section of the uni- 
versity the enrollment is 916; engi- 
neering, 327; law, 130; commerce) 
and finance, 57; architecture, 57;

Taken in the aggregate, the, 
increase over last year is about 33 1-3 | 
per cent. Of the total on the! 
campus, 699 are freshmen. | 

The only school to show a decrease 
from last year is the dental, in which | 
the former average for the three) 
classes was about 50 each. This is 
the second year of the change to a 
four-year course, and there are but 
three in the senior class. Of the to- 
tal body,'43 are freshmen. It was 
stated in this connection by Dr. J. H. | 
Kennerly, dean of the school, that in) 
1921 the course would be extended to 
five years by requiring .a year of pre- | 
paratory work in the college, the’!

OFFICE BOY, 15, IN PARIS BANK, 
SERVED FIVE YEARS IN ARMY 


Wears Oroix de Guerre and Wound 
Stripes but Won’t Talk of 
Exploits in War. 

Special Cable to The Post- 

PARIS, Oct. 10.—In the lobby of 
a big Paris bank there comes to 
take one’s card a youngster in a 
soldier’s uniform with a Crotx de 
Guerre and wound stripes, He ts 
Jean Fendich, who has seen 15 
years of life. Jean has no father 
or brothers now but he has numer- 
ous adopted fathers who are vet- 
erans of the 159th regiment. 

First in Aug. 1914 he witnessed 
the execution of his father and two 
brothers in his home town of Petit 
Raion in the Vosges after they had 
been accused by the invading Ger- 
mans of sniping. Jean, frantic 
with fear and grief, rushed into the 
forest where for seven days he lived 
the ife of a savage, starving and 
ragged. There he was found by a 
patrol of the 159th and was taken 
into their ranks, furnished with a 
uniform and petted back to health. 
Thereafter he belonged to the regi- 
ment and shared all its vicissitudes. 
At Arras tn 1915 he helped bring 
food and ammunition to the men in 
the front trenches under heavy 
bombardment, suffering wounds in 
his back and legs. 

When he recovered Jean rejoined 
his paternal regiment with which 
the boy, then scarcely 12 years old, 
insisted on serving. After three 
strenuous years the culmination of 
his adventures came when he wns 
captured by Germans while doing 


prison work near Lassigny. At last 


came the armistice and Jean was 
released 

relatives he came to 
Paris and after a long search for 
work obtained the bank position.

KANSAS WOMAN IS CONVICTED 
OF ARSON IN FOURTH DEGREE 


Revenge on an Inconstant Admtrer 
Is Said to Have Been Motive 
for Burning Alfalfa. 

CONCORDIA, Kan.—Mrs. Nettie 
Bender has been convicted of arson 
in the fourth degree in the Cloud 
County (Kan.) District Court and she 
may be sent to prison for from one 
to four vears. She was convicted on 
the evidence of automobile tracks. 
Revenge on an inconstant admirer 
was the alleged motive. 

Mrs. Bender is a woman of wealth. 
She is the daughter and the widow 
of a farmer and the mother of two 
children. Frank Keppel is a neigh- 
bor farmer, a bachelor. Some time 
after Mrs. Bender became a widow 
and took up the active management 


of her farm Keppel began paying 
attentions to her. In the early sum- 
mer there was a quarrel and his at- 
tentions ceased. 

One night several alfalfa hay 
stacks belonging to Keppel were 
burned. Officers discovered tracks 
of a motor car, driven from nearby 
tHe stacks of alfalfa to the roadway 
and then down the roadway and into 
the home driveway of Mrs. Bender. 
These tracks were identified by sev- 
eral persons as similar to the tracks 
made by the car owned by Mrs. 
Bender. 

Mrs. Bender argued that there are 
many cars with the same kinds of 
tires, but the jury decided against 
the woman. 


RECEIVER NAMED FOR COTTON 
SALVAGED AT CORPUS CHRISTI 


HOUSTON, Tex.—cC. C. McRae, at- 
torney, has been appointed receiver 
for handling all cotton storm-swept 
and scattered beyond hope of iden- 
tification by the hurricane and tidal 
wave which struck Corpus Christi 
and vicinity.

Drive of Several Hours Duration 
Over Improved Roads Offer 
Much in Way of Scenery. 


HE condition of roads generally 
| throughout St. Louis County has 

been improved .considerably in 
‘recent weeks, adding much to the 
| pleasure of motoring. Particularly 
lis *this noticeable on Denny, Man- 
| chester, Gravois and Big Bend roads. 
These roads were rough in many 
places in the spring and early sum- 
| mer where pockets had been worn in 
the road surface, but are now in good 
| order, in each instance having been 
‘repaired for long stretches during 
‘the summer months, with work not 
/yet completed on several of them. 
| Big Bend road is now in very good 
‘condition from Manchester road in 
Maplewood to Meramec Highlands. 
‘the rough stretch between Manches- 
‘ter road and the Missouri Pacific 
| Railroad track in Maplewood having 
been surfaced and oiled. Denny road 
|bas recently been improved from 
'Gravois road to Clayton road. Man- 
ahoater road has been graded, rolled 
‘and oiled between Des Peres and 
Manchester, Mo., making an elegant 
motor way for several miles. AS 
evidenced by a steam roller, water 
carts and wagons on the road side 
early last week the work here is not 
yet ended. Gravois road since the 
beginning of summer has been 
dragged and resurfaced from near 
Fenton to Affton. A road crew was 


still at work in the vicinity of Affton 
week before last. 
Variety of Roads and Scoenery. 

A tour that is but of several hours 
duration which includes all of these 
recently improved roads and takes 
the motorist over a route that gives 
a rich variety of scenery where the 
road at one time is a straightaway 
for miles with one slope after an- 
other ahead in the distance, and at 
another point is winding, when de- 
scending or ascending long grades in 
getting over thé Ozark foothills, and 
in other places stretches over broad 
expanses of tableland where the scent 
of wheat straw is still fresh, takes 
the motorist through Dwyer, Des 
Peres, M ester, Valley Park and 
Fenton. In going from Manchester 
to Valley Park there are _ several 
short stretches where the road sur- 
face is worn rough and in need of 
repair, but not sufficiently serious to 
keep the- motorist away, as may be 
seen by the stream of automobiles 
that pass through Valley Park on 
Sundays pleasure bent. On this road 
before descending a long grade into 
the town of Valley Park the motorist 
from his seat is given a beautiful sur- 
vey of the Meramec River valley on 
either hard. After crossing the long 
iron bridge over the Meramec River 
at Valley Park the road cortinves 
straight ahead across lIcvel country 
to the bluffs. At the foot of the 
bluffs the main traveled road turns 
to the right to Eureka. The road 
straight ahead ascending the bluff is 
the road to Fenton. The grads is 
rather steep and rough in places in 
getting to the top, but from thereon 
is in good condition, being hardsur- 
faced to where it connects with the 
Gravois road near Fenton. 

Motorists who would not care to 
drive up this hill because of it being 
rough and rather steep will find 
plenty of room at the foot of the 
bluff to turn around and _ (retrace 
their course to the city. The rough 


stretch of road in ascending this 
grade is the only objectionable fea- 
ture of the trip. The Mefamec River 
is crossed the second time at Fenton. 
Upon arriving at Sunset Inn, turn 
left off Gravois road tnto Geyer 
road, which is a short road skirting 
the Sunset Hill Country Ciub grounds 
and joining the Denny road. Beauti- 
ful valley scenery with crest upon 
crest of foothills to be seen far in’ 
the distance, attracts most anyone's 
attention along here.
